I smoked a transistor in my 
rig. I had just finished aligning a new 15M module plugged into my Sierra and 
had disconnect the power supply. I decided to measure the voltage from my 
power supply before actually putting the rig on the air and seeing how the 15M 
modules performed when the transistor mounted just behind the SPD+ button on 
the KC2 began to glow red and popped! No power to the unit for a good 1.5 to 
2 minutes. Maybe more. It appears that all other components are okay 
visually - can't tell functionally. The unit now outputs steady tone and the 
freq. counter seems to work okay. 


Any suggestions? Should I try to just replace the one transistor and see if 
it works? 
I am way out of my league here. Any help here will be very much appreciated.

I tested the 4 KC2 buttons and the "SPD -" button doesn't seem to close when 
pressed. I had noticed that in order to slow the keyer rate or to put 
activate the watt meter by pushing both right side buttons - that I had to 
press extra hard on the SPD- button. I don't know how this could have had 
anything to do with the problem; maybe it's condition is due the problem and 
not the cause. When I tested the the 4 buttons I noticed that one side of 
each is to Ground and the other side has about 3.8 ohms when measured to 
ground. Hope this information gives you enough to help figure out what when 
wrong and how to fix it.

Michael, 


I have experimented with the design and operation of small loop antennas 
for many years and you are correct on your understanding. For 80 meter 
operation you will have to pay very close attention to construction 
details to keep efficiency reasonable which will result in the bandwidth 
being very narrow (maybe too narrow on that band). Your biggest problem 
on 80 meters will be the construction of a suitable capacitor. I think 
you will be very pleased overall if the antenna is constructed properly 
and you understand its limitations. 


I have a small program that I wrote that I can send if you like that can 
give you all of the electrical specifications for a given set of design 
parameters. I have found it to be very useful for finding an optimum 
size loop for a given situation and the results correspond nicely with 
measured data. You can even input estimated resistive losses and see 
how it effects performance. 


One thing to note is that given the antenna's near hemispherical pattern 


even when located close to the ground (vertical orientation assumed), 
the performance may even out perform a full size dipole that can't be 
placed at an optimum height. You are unlikely to ever approach the 
efficiency of a full size dipole but you may put more RF at the angle 
of interest.

Some of the government antenna suppliers have some good information as 
well but I don't have the URLs at this time. 


I will also note that even if the efficiency is relatively poor it can 
still be a useable antenna. I have at one time made many quality 30 
meter QSOs at QRP levels using a 2.5 foot diameter loop with relatively 
poor efficiency (copper tubing was only bolted together). Good luck 
and have fun.

The TiCK keyer IC generates it's own sidetone, which is used for both 
setting the modes, and for monitoring your transmit keying. Thus, 
the TiCK mod disables the 38-S on-board sidetone oscillator so you 


don't hear BOTH sidetones. Cutting the trace between R17 and C32 is 
what disconnects the audio from the on-board sidetone oscillator 
(generated by U4H and U4G). 


Audio from the sidetone (whether on-board or via the TiCK keyer) 

is inserted into the audio chain by C32, while audio from the receiver 
comes through C15. If your 38-S "thumps" on transmit, you might want 
to make C15 a much smaller value than the existing 22uF ... like even 
a 0.1uF, to couple the audio power with a much faster time constant.

Apart from other advice related to the subject, the suggestions I 
recieved about joining open wire lines range from (1) using wire nuts - 
which I haven't seen in decades, btw - to (2) making two staggered 
soldered joints in each wire by overlapping the wires a little way, 
wrapping the ends tightly, soldering the wraps and shrinking some hot 
melt glue tubing over the whole. (I hope the description is worded clear 
enough. ) 


In the circumstances - no wire nuts in the vicinity and my open line 
will be dangling free in the air - I think I ought to favour the latter 
method which should also make for a visually attractive solution. 


I think I've seen hot melt glue heat shrink tubing (name?) in an 
electronics shop here in Helsinki. 


The glue is forced into the wire between the strands by the shrinking 
tubing and protects the soldered joint from the weather. I expect the 
tubing to also protect the wire from breaking at the point where the 

flexible stranded wire and the hard (soldered) joint meet.

There was a fairly large class M solar flare on tuesday, 14 July. It 
was not known if this flare also produced a Coronal Mass Ejection (CME) 
due to the unfortunate loss of the SOHO satellite. A CME can fling 
gobs of solar material and particles into space, Earthward bound. 


The shockwave from this solar flare struck the Earths magnetic field 
around O630UTC on 16 July ... confirming that this flare was accompanied 
by a significant CME event. The direction and intensity of this 
arriving shock wave is sufficient to cause MAJOR GEOMAGNETIC STORMING 
over the next two days (16-17 July). 


A MAJOR TO SEVERE GEOMAGNETIC STORM ALERT has been issued by NOAA. 
Periods of SEVERE storming may occur in latitudes above 45 degrees N, 
and MAJOR storming in middle latitudes. Auroral activity may be 
associated with this event. 


Due to the loss of the SOHO satellite, the severity of this geomagnetic 
storm can not be forecasted with the usual level of accuracy, so it 
could be worse, or less severe than the alert suggests. Ground based 
instruments must be used, which of course offer little predictive data. 


I'll check the incoming data at the observatory tomorrow and post any 
changes that may be significant. 


It doesn't mean don't operate ... just be aware of what is happening 
in case the HF bands are dead.

Howdy perspecive qrp AM'ers! 


Well, we're making progress. The convesion daughter board is up and 
running. Displays are lighted, push button tuning works, PLL locks onto the 
right frequencies. 


I had some trouble with display multiplexing whine in the audio, but that 
is now under control. A few minor changes knocked it down from S9 to just 
hear it in the noise. 


At the moment, I have it tuning in 10 Khz steps, 29.0 to 29.5 Mhz. It would 
be possible to make it tune in 5 Khz steps, but the two digit display works 
great for 10 Khz steps as is and there might be other ramifications if we 
tried to do 5 Khz steps. So, for now, I'm leaving well enough alone and 
sticking to 10 Khz steps. Hey, that's 50 channels, man! 


I have the tuning buttons set up so the display/freqeuncy rolls over when 
you hit the upper/lower freq limit. i.e., you go from 50 to 00 or 00 to 50. 


Holding down the tuning button for a second makes the frequecy 
auto-incerment at about 2 steps a second. 


The final board layout WILL use a SMT IC. I'll be using a S016 version of 
the PLL. Couple of reasons for this. One, the board layout is cleaner if 
the PLL mounts on the solder side, it greatly reduces the board size and 
this is package type Newark has is stock! 


Not to worry. the S016 package is small.but not tiny. Lead spacing is 50 
mils, half that of a normal dip and is easy enough to handle and solder. 


All the slug tuned coils retuned to the porper freq, no problem. They are 
almost all the way out of the can, but do peak. The only problem I have now 
is in the Tx portion. Apparently there is insufficent signal from the band 
pass filter to drive the Tx driver transistor. Hopefully, it just needs a 
little component value tweaking. Know more about this is a day or two. For 
now, today I have to do some paying work to make sure the lights stay on :-)

I figured out why I was able to get good SWR's on 80-30M but no good on 
20M and up bands. What I'm doing for 80-30M since a radial would be too 
big to lay out on the boat is to toss a short wire into the water, 
useing the lake as my ground plane. The whole lake! 


I was haveing trouble getting 20 and up to work. I figured the GP was 
too much. Maybe I was right! 


Yesterday I was on Beaver lake Arkansas again, and ran the short radial 
along the side of my fiberglass boat. With my MFJ antenna tester I saw 
the short wire was resonant around 15mHz, so I added a longer wire to 
that wire and got sweet SWR's around 13mHz. So then I rolled up the wire 
from the end and got FB SWR's at 14.060 of 1.2 or better. To prove my 
point I dipped the rolled up end into the water and watched as the SWR's 
went up and wayyy into the RED! 


Its no problem bending the one radial at the back of the boat in aL 
shape. The antenna, a 20M Hamstick was mounted up front. 


As the XYL sunbathed, I did some band checking and heard G3KKQ in QSO 
near 14.029mHz and called him when they were done .. 

He returned my call KJ5TF/MM go !! Hey, I think I found a good trick 
to get DX stns to come back to me! He have me a 459, but he was 
impressed with my 5w and Hamstick! WoW! What an EGO boost! 


It was a great day on the lake, saw the sunset, did allot of swimming 
with the XYL and worked some DX with my QRP+ and 5w from a AA nicad 
pack! A very good day! I checked out 5 islands for the up-comeing 
US/VE Islands contest in August. (Not IOTA)

We do know (as you have heard elsewhere) that the FCC is in the process of 
completing its biennial review of all rules, including Part 97. So far (and 
I just got off the phone with Bill Cross in the WTB), the FCC has released 
nothing. Just when this will happen (other than to suspect it will be 
sometime this summer) and what shape any proposed changes will take are 
very 

very speculative right now (which, frankly, is why we've refrained from 
talking about it). 


When the FCC announces something, we hope to be at or very near the front 


of 
the line in finding out and letting our member know via bulletin and on our 
Web site. 


Meanwhile, we (and the FCC) remain certain that the rumors will continue, 
but I wouldn't look for anyone handing out ham tickets on the street corner 
just yet (not everyone would want one anyway). When the FCC does announce 
something, it will be in the usual manner--as a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking--permitting time for comments and reply comments before taking 
formal action. Rest assured that the League also will comment at that time.

I would like to second that. I find poor code discouraging. Until now 
I've managed only a little over 100 CW QSO's in the few years I have 
had my limited HF license. Good code is OK to copy but poorly timed 
code I find quite tiring. Maybe that will change over time, I don't 
know. I suppose the other side may have it's reasons for sending 
poorly timed code, but nevertheless I have to pass up stations that 
send code that sounds difficult to copy for I'd miss half of the qso 
which is embarrassing. To help avoid such reactions from others I have 
chosen to always use an electronic keyer so that at least my 
characters are timed properly. Info that surpasses the standard QSO 
content is difficult enough to copy as it is. Another factor that 
easily throws me off balance while copying CW are 'dialect' features 


like separating sentences with ',' instead of '='. 


I'm more confident with the technical side of this hobby. I'm now 
working on getting my antenna back up.
